Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 1 7-1 28, 1 30, 1 31 , 1 49-1 63 and 1 65-1 87 are allowed in view of 
Applicant's Amendments and Appeal Brief (Filed 02/13/2009) and BPAI (filed 
05/31/2012). Particularly, the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest an 
interactive media services, a method of search or a set-top-terminal and where 
"...providing to the user a search option to search for media programs; responsive to 
the user activating the search option, enabling the user to enter a search term; 
responsive to the user entering a search term, searching the first and second storage 
devices for media information having a high level of correlation with the search term; 
and providing a list of media programs corresponding to the media information having a 
high level of correlation with the search term." as recited in combination with other 
features of all the independent claims.
